BAKERSFIELD - 
Endorsement of grape boycotts 
by two presidential candidates 
was described by a local farm 
leader as “another example of 
how some people in positions of 
responsibility contribute to 
destruction of law. and order.” 

President Howard Frick, of 
the Kern County Farm Bureau 
charged, that the boycott, 
instigated by Cesar Chavez and 
his United Farm Workers 
Organizing committee, is an 
illigal activity under the 
Taft-Hartley act. 

‘“‘When such a_ secondary 
boycott is praised by 
Vice-President Hubert 
Humphrey and Senator Eugene 
McCarthy, it is little wonder that 
pressure groups throughout our 
society feel encouraged to scoff 
at any law that stand in their 
way,” Frick said. 

He stated that the boycott is 
aimed at intimidating firms and 
individuals who are not involved 
in farm labor matters.

praised in others. County Assessor Herman Matney says, “‘We just 
don’t agree with all the statements made by the state board.” 
Following are the two sides of the problem that in its final analysis 
has a direct bearing on how much property taxes people in Tulare 


county will pay.

This was the comment of 
County Assessor Herman 
Matney concerning the “report 
card” report issued this week by 
the State Board of Equalization. 

“It should be emphasized 
that the state board report is 
based on a spot check of Tulare 
county assessment figures back 
in 1966,” Matney says. 

“At that time we may have 
been 45 per cent low on 
rural-oriented property as the 
state board says, but last year - 
in 1967 - we concentrated on 
re-assessment of county 
property in line with state 
requirements, and we believe we

While the GOP was ham- 
mering out its platform and 
selecting its standard bearers 
in Miami Beach and the Dem- 
ocrats were getting ready for 
more of the same in Chicago, 
California voters got their 
first look at the bottom half of 
their November ballots. 

And while the presidential 
race and other candidate con- 
tests at the top of the ballot 
will draw the lion’s share of 
public attention, the nine bal- 
lot measures up for voter ap- 
proval will also be stirring 
the state’s political waters. 

The measures, in their bal- 
lot order, are: 

(1) Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 30, the second 
step in the State Constitution 
Revision Commission’s effort 
to streamline California’s ar- 
chaic and overblown State 
Constitution. With about one- 
third of their effort accom- 
plished with passage of Prop- 
osition 1A two years ago, the 
commission’s new recommen- 
dations deal largely with 
modernizing the Constitu- 
tion’s articles on utilities and 
education. 

(2) Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 10, which estab- 
lishes uniform procedures for 
assessing the value of county 
or city owned properties lo- 
cated in another jurisdiction. 

(3) Senate Bill 705, a $250 
million bond issue which 
would provide $200 million 
for higher education facilities 
and $50 million to modernize 
older elementary and high 
school facilities in urban 
areas. 

(4) Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 18, by Senator 
Milton Marks which will 
bring California state income 
tax reporting procedures into 
conformity with federal re- 
turns but retain control of the 
tax rate by the Legislature. 

(5) Senate Constitutional 
Amendment 28, authored by 
Senator-Physician Stephen P. 
Teale. It will authorize the 
Legislature to establish self- 
liquidating, state insured or 
guaranteed loans for con- 
struction of non-profit hospi- 
tal facilities. Badly needed to 
insure that hospital construc- 
tion keeps pace with the de- 
mands of a growing popula-

ing top-flight personnel. 

(7) Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 20, which will 
permit counties, cities and 
other local entities to use 
state subventions such as 
cigarette taxes and automo- 
bile registration fees for local 
as well as state purposes. 

(8) Assembly Constitutional 
Amendment 36, which would 
permit cities and counties by 
agreement and with voter ap- 
proval to share various sales 
tax revenues. 

(9) The Watson initiative 
constitutional amendment on 
property tax limitation, the 
controversial “tax trap” meas- 
ure which opponents say 
would destroy public school 
and construction finance in 
the state and which could 
lead to a tax shift involving 
drastic hikes in the state’s in- 
come and sales tax rates.

AERIAL TROUT 
PLANTING IN 
TWENTIETH YEAR 


- 3,000 mountain 


- 1968 based on figures gathered in 


SACRAMENTO .- The 
California Department of Fish 
and Game is winding up its 20th 
year of aerial trout planting of 
back-country lakes. A few more 
plants of Ranbow, Brook, and 
Golden trout in the southern 
Sierra will complete the 1968 
plantings. 

Regular planting of some 
lakes by 
airplane, a technique pioneered 
by the DFG, began in 1949 and 
has become a standard mass 
production operation. 

More than 900 lakes are 
planted each year with a total of 
approximately six million 
fingerling trout by the DFG’s 
twin-engine Beechcraft. 

In addition to providing 
regular stocking of previously 
inaccessible lakes, the aerial 
planting operation has sharply 
reduced the cost of planting the 
high country waters. 

Cost of planting by pack train 
in 1948 was $18.75 per 1,000 
fish. In 1949, the first year of 
regular aerial plantings, the cost 
was $2.98 per 1,000 fingerlings. 
Increased efficiency and the use 
of tranquilizing drugs to allow 
carrying more fish per trip have 
reduced the cost to $1.43 per 
thousand. 


In commenting on state 
board recommendation that 
branch assessor offices in 
Porterville, Tulare and Dinuba be 
closed, Matney says, “We don’t 
agree. It would be wasteful and 
impractical to try to efficiently 
cover Tulare county out of one 
office in Visalia.” 

As for the time-lag evident in 
the state board report issued in 


1966, Matney says that the state 
board checks counties every 
three years, which means that a 
check will again be made in 
Tulare county some time in 
1969. 

“By that time we will have 
up-to-date, very accurate, 
computerized figures to présent 
to the state board,” Matney 
says. “We believe that these 
figures will show that Tulare 
county is very close to required 
state board assessment 
equalization figures.” 

Matney says he does not plan 
to further raise assessed values in 
Tulare county, but will continue 
to appraise property on the same 
basis as in the past. 

“We agree with some of the 
statements of the state board, 
we disagree with others; in a 
number of instances we have 
already complied with state 
board recommendations listed in 
the ‘‘report card’’ as 
deficiencies,” Matney says. 

In commenting on property 
assessments Matney points out 
that in former years the 
assessor’s office has leaned 
toward assessing land on a basis 
of income, however, under 
present state law, this is not 
possible, except in agricultural 
preserves. 

“We have many instances of 
where excessive prices are paid 
for what we consider poor land 
by investors - not all of them 
from Los Angeles either, some of 
them from Tulare county - and

For the past 
few years special districts have 
been growing at an annual rate 
of one hundred. 

“The decrease in this year’s 
rate of growth can _ most 
probably be attributed to the 
work of Local Agency 
Formation commissions,’’ 
Flournoy continued. “These ' 
commissions, which have been 
recently established at the 
county level, have the power to 
approve or disapprove proposals 
for new districts. The decrease 
this year is due primarily to a 
net drop of twenty-two 
districts,” Flournoy conciuded. 

There are 49 classifications of 
special districts ranging 
alphabetically from air pollution 
control to waterworks.
